‘TUNNELLING THE BEHRING 
STRAITS, 


¥Forther Particulars ofa Great 
: Project. 


According to a dispatch from Bt, Patera- 
burg, the American syndicate of civil 
engineers, of which Loicq de Lobel is 
president, haa almost succeeded in arrang- 
ing with the Ruesian Government for the 
construction of a tunnel under tho Behring 
Strait, cunnecting Siberia with Alenka, 

This tunnel will ba ef immense com- 
mercial importance. 1f one looks at the 
map of Asia and drawy o line from Irkutek 
to Wierechnickotymk, the capital on the 
éastern shore of the Behring Strait, and 
from there to Nome, on the opposite side of 
the Strait, in Alaska, one has the route of 
the suggested line. 

The American engineors state that the 
railroad throught Russiun torritory can be 
built for 1,250,000,000 francs, and thoy have 
laid. before the Taar detailed plana for a 
tunnel under the strait, which is 62 
kilometres wide and about 0 metrea deep. 
The tunnel ia to consiat of three sections, 
cach of 20 kilometres in length and this ia 
made possible because of tro amall islands 
which are situated tn the atrait. 

‘The syndicate bas promised to turn over 
tha tunndl to the Russian Goverument 
without any remuneration. It doe® not 
ask fur any interest op the capitet which i¢ 
intends to invest and which amounts 
to about $10,000,000 a year, and will even 
bind itself to order from Mussian steel 
manufacturers structural steel amounting 
to the vatue of 300,000,000 francs, and to 
give employmont only to Russian Jubourera 
and mochanics during the construction. 

‘All thet the syndicate aske in roturn ja a 
ninety-year franchise, ee the Ruasian 
Government shal) he able to bay them out 
at the and of thirty years. 

The syndicate furthermore’ promises to 
build a telephone line all the way through 
Siberia which ia to be controlled by the 
Rusaian Govornment, and to.found a largo 
Siberian bank for the purpose uf alvancing 
money to coloninte wilting to take up land 
in tha diatvict through which the raad will 
ron. 

Tn return for thin it axle te he granted a 
atrip of Land on each side of the road 
twolve kilometore wide, 

The plan has the indorsumunt of the 
former Ministor of  Railroada, Prince 
Khilkof, and other Russians of eminence, 
and the Taar is expected to affix y hie 
wignature ta the document granting the 
irapcbise and the privileges avked for by 
the American ayndicata before many wooke 
aro passed, 

Tho first news of Bf. do Lobel's groat 
anterprisa cane out sevoral years ago in 
Seattle and the manner in which iy was 
abtained is told by the Settle Times. 

Jackaon B, Corhet was a reporter on.ong 
dt the Seattle papere. He wasn graduate 
of the Stato University and hia first news- 
paper work was reporting university news 
for ono of the Seattle dailies, Corbot was 
covering hotels and one day he noted on tho 
rogiater of a downtown hostelry the name of 
'* Loicy de Lobel, Paris, France," Corbot's 
news uose aconted a story and he sent upa 
card, Word wag sent back that M. de Lobel 
would bo down at onco and he appeared 
almost immedistely. But when he came 
Corbet found difficulties in the way. BL 
le Lobel could not speak a word of Engliah 
and Corbet wis an ignorant of French asa 
newborn babe. But was Corbet stayaped ! 
Nota bit af it. His journalistic reputation 
was at etake, and bis good ald Irish wit 
same to big rosette, 

M. de Lobel spoke Spanish flusntly and 
atill romembered some of the Latin he had 
once learned in college, Corbot had » 
smittering of Spanish and had beon one of 
the best Latin students at the University, 
So he sat down on a chair opposite the 
Franch stranger and for an hour wrestled, 
with him in Spanish and Latin, badly 
mixed. Finnlly..they arose and shook 
handa, Corbet with the supreme conscious. 
vess of duty well done under difficulties 
and SL. de Lobel with a wholesome respect 
far the aggressiveness aud resourcefulness 
of American journalism, 

Tho tury that Corbet turned in to his 
city editor was to the elfact that a ayndi- 
cate of which the French engineer was the 
hend had in mind a project which was vast 
and almost unbelievable in its extent, but 
the dispatch from St Peteraburg shows that 
tho plans are about to bear fruit, It was 
nothing moro ‘nor less than a continuoos 
railroad from St. Petersburg to tha United 
Stntes,. ond the tannel under Bobring 
Strait was to ba he tho keystone. M. de 
Lobel outlined to the reporter moat of the 
details as thoy appear in the St. Petersburg 
dispitch wnd as they havo come out in 
scattered news dispatches in the past two 
orthree years, Lobel at the time of hia 
visit to Seattle was on his way to Alaska to 


look over the ground.

PHOTOGRAPHS ON SILK. 
‘The production of direét photographs 
onallk formed the subject of an intensely 
interesting paper roy by Mr'F, J. Fauell, 
befora.the Society. of Dyers ‘and. Colourists 
recantly., ‘Tho. process suggested. by. this 
writer’ is broadly as follows: The silk ia 
first carefully washed to removed all finivh- 
id other objectionable matters, 
and then immersed for five or siz houra 
in a olution of nitrous acid, prepared by 
adding I per cent of concentrated hydroch- 
loric acid to a B por-eent. solution of 
sodiuin nitrite in cold ‘water. The pro- 
duct is diszotisdd silk, and after rinsing 
in water is dried under tension in the 
dark. ‘The silk ia pritted in daylight 
under 8 photographic positive, when the 
light’ causes decomposition of the diszo 
compound, turning it’s pale-buff colour. 
When sufticiently printed, which is presum- 
ably judged much the same as 8 patioom 
‘print, tho eilk is immersed in the dovelopor 
nt a temperature of 26 deg, to 30 deg. 0. 
The devolopor uscd may be a rolution 
of any aromatic hydoxy compound in 
caustic alkali nnd the ‘usual strongth 
ia 0.6: par cent, hydrosy compound in s 
0.5 por cent. solution of caustic roda 
orpotash, Using betanaphtho!, tho author 
obtained a crimeon-colour pictare which,” 
whon washed nnd treated with dilate acetic 
acid, turned to aeatlet, Alpha-uepbthol 
produces o somewhat colder colour, and 
resorcinol gives 6 briyht-red image, which, 
when treated with the acetic acid, becomes 
golden orange. The colour of the pictures 
produced by these developers mny be con- 
siderably altered by immersion in solutions 
of certain metallic salts. A weak, elightly 
wartni solution of ferrous sulphate gives 4 
dark brown picture with the golden orange 
image developed with resorcino), nickel salts 
givaa maroon, and cobsitared violet colour. 
The photographs produced by these means 
are very permanent, and it is euggested thet 
the process might be mada of considerable 
commercial importance as means of artistic 
decorations.

Sir H. Campbell-Bannermnn’s 
Attack on Mr Balfour. 


Lonpor, Auguat 1, 

The House of Commons have adopted the 
scheme for the establishment of the Trai 
vaal Conatitution by a largo majority, The 
voting was 316 in favour af the proposal, 
and 83 aguinat. 

A later folegram states thit there waa a 
debate on the Transvaal Constitution quer- 
tionin the Hausa of Commona yestorday, 
Mr Lyttelton and Mr Balfour considered 
thatthe Constitution gave no security for 
ensuring British political supremacy there.
